a. Hew Barracks: 

Shre'j trucks occupied by Hungarian soldiers entered the barracks 
area on 1 5 November 1949. A driver stated that the soldiers were 
privates first class and corporals who graduated from an artil- 
lery course in PECS (Y 5/B 22). + 

b« Border Guard Barracks: 

Sis 45-man platoons of the 8th Border Guard Bn were seen marching 
out of the barracks on 16 November 1949. -Vith these troops gone, 
no other troops were seen in the barracks area. The marching 
troops we re equipped with Soviet submachine guns with, drum ma- 
gazine, Soviet light machine guns with drum magazine and Soviet 
rifles., Local residents said that about two companies were 
stationed in the barracks. ++ 

c. local residents reported that men of the 1928 class who hod 
not yet been inducted were ordered to report for active duty.

d. Since early November 1949 party functionaries have been 
calling on former regular ITCCs of the old Hungarian Army to 
volunteer for the officer career in the "Army of the People's 
Democracy". Those who signed up were inducted for a six-month 
course in December 1949.

ZALAEGEHSZEG in mid-August 1949 reported that a new barracks 
was under construction in ZALAEGEHS2EG. She barracks is in
